Bill seeks to allow local voters to fill mid-term 
vacancies on Wilmington Board of Selectmen

Governor 
y has vetoed Article 
38, which residents passed at 
the Wilmington Annual Town 
Meeting in April of 2003. 

Article 38 proposed to amend 


and revise the Wilmington 
Town Charter to revoke the 
authority of selectmen to 


appoint a new member to the 
board when a vacancy occurs. 
The article seeks to give the 
power back to the voters by 
calling for a special town elec 
tion to fill any mid-term vacan- 
cles. 

The article, which was 
approved by the state legisla- 
ture, was placed on Governor 
Romney's desk for his signa 
ture on March 3. Romney 
vetoed the measure on Tuesday, 


March 9 
“No compelling reason has 
been presented that would justi 


fy this change in the existing 
law,” Romney told legislators in 
a letter provided to the Town 
Crier on March 10. “I have 
therefore decided to veto this 
bill.” 

According to Representative 
James Miceli, however, it was 
the very nature of the bill that 
prompted Romney to exercise 
his veto powers. 

According to information 
given to Miceli, Romney issued 
the veto in order to be able to 
remain consistent should 
Senator John Kerry win the 
presidential election in 
November. 

If Kerry wins the presidency,

Vetoes and Vacancies 


Wilmington may have unwittingly just played a role in 
presidential politics. 

This week, Governor Mitt Romney vetoed a bill that 
stemmed from Article 38 of last year’s annual town meet- 
ing in Wilmington. The article, which voters passed, 
sought to amend and revise the town charter to revoke 
from selectmen their authority to appoint a replacement 
when one of their colleagues steps down from the board 

. in the middle of a term. 

Representative James Miceli ushered the article to the 
state legislature, where the bill enjoyed the approval of 
both the State Senate and the House of Representatives. 
Representative Charles Murphy and Senator Bruce Tarr 
co-sponsored the legislation. 

The bill landed on the governor’s desk on March 3. On 
‘Tuesday, March 9, Romney returned the bill to legislators 
without his signature, stating that “no compelling reason 
has been presented that would justify this change in the 
existing law.” 

No compelling reason? The good voters of Wilmington 
felt such a reason existed. If they had not, they would 
have defeated Article 38. The House and the Senate found 
a compelling reason too. If they had not, they would not 
have placed it before Romney with their approval. 

Aren't Republicans supposed to be the ones who are big 
on respecting the local control that states and, in this 
case, towns have over their governments? 

It's worth bringing party affiliations into the mix 
because, according to Miceli, politics played a role in 
Romney's decision. 

Miceli states that he has been told by a source in the 
Romney administration that the governor wants to be 
seen as consistent if Senator John Kerry wins the United 
States presidency in November. If Kerry does indeed 
unseat President Bush, then Romney, a Republican, will 
have the authority to appoint Kerry’s successor to the 
United States Senate. No prizes for guessing from which 
party Romney will make his choice. 

Given the opportunity, Democrats could draft legisla- 
tion, similar to the article in Wilmington, that would 
revoke the governor’s right to fill such a vacancy as 
Kerry's and place that responsibility in the hands of vot- 
ers during a special state-wide election. Romney, there- 
fore, would not want to approve Wilmington’s measure 
and hand Democrats a precedent to bolster their case. 

If politics have indeed played a role in Romney's deci- 
sion, then that’s unfortunate. It’s also disrespectful to the 
voters of Wilmington, who made it clear in a vote of 188 
to 67 that Article 38 was a good idea. 

Wilmington voters knew what they were doing. The last 
two instances in which selectmen filled vacancies on the 
board proved extremely controversial. 

In 2002, the board appointed John Forrest to replace 
Selectman Scott Garrant, who stepped down from the 
board to focus on his family and his job as an attorney. 
The appointment followed a few months of embarrassing 
deadlocked votes, in which the board failed to choose one 
of several candidates who showed interest in a timely 
fashion before Forrest came around at the last minute. 

In 2001, the board appointed George Hooper to replace 
Selectman Michael Newhouse, who stepped down to pur- 
sue the available position of Town Counsel. Hooper's 
appointment happened so lightning-quick that residents 
reasonably suspected that a backroom deal had been 
hatched beforehand. Critics felt their opinions were bol- 
stered when Hooper later provided the third vote needed 
to name Newhouse as Town Counsel. 

In the former case, the Town Crier took the unpopular 
stance of supporting the Board of Selectmen in appointing 
Forrest. The board had done nothing wrong, we argued, 
and that was that. If residents did not like the way that 
the board was exerting its powers of appointment, then 
they should work hard towards changing related rules in 
the Town Charter. 

That’s what residents did. The state legislature respect- 
ed such an expression of democracy. Governor Romney 
did not. 

Miceli is confident that his colleagues can swiftly over- 
ride Romney’s veto. Let’s hope he can, for the risk exists 
for an increase in voter apathy if he can’t.

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Dear Editor: 

Again I find that I must 
respond to and correct an arti- 
cle written by Stephen Bjork. 

Last week, before writing his 
story entitled “Results in on 
Whispering Pines drainage 
review,” Stephen Bjork called 
me and asked what had tran- 
spired at the Board of Appeals 
hearing regarding Whispering 
Pines held on Monday night. I 
spent about 15 minutes recall- 
ing the several issues that were 
discussed at that meeting and 
the other four or five meetings 
that the press did not attend. 
His report concerned only one 
of those issues. Drainage! He 
quoted my wife and I as saying 
something about “theories and 
hypotheses but absolutely no 
guarantees.” It actually was 
another neighbor making that 
statement. Though that has 
been one of our major con- 
cerns, it was just one more 
issue that has not been satis- 
factorily addressed by the 


applicant, Northeastern 
Development! 

The major ongoing issues of 
concern in regard to 


Whispering Pines are as fol- 
lows: 

1) Sewerage Capacity. After 
Whispering Pines (approxi- 
mately 100 residents) ties into 
the sewer, will there be enough 
capacity left for the other resi- 
dents of the Salem Street neigh- 
borhood, or will they be denied 
permits, as many have in the 
past, with the town citing a 
moratorium as the reason? It 
was also noted, by a Biggar 
Avenue resident, that when 


they approached the town to tie 
into the sewerage, they were 
denied that request because 
“they would overload the sys- 
tem.” 

This subject must be 
addressed at the Board of 
Appeals hearing on March 15, 
2004 at 7 p.m. 

2) Water Resources. Will the 
addition of Whispering Pines 
create water resource problems 
in the neighborhood? A letter 
dated September 4, 2003 from 
SEA Associates to Joseph 
Langone of Northeastern 
Development Corp regarding 
Whispering Pines suggests that 
water pressure problems could 
or would develop in the area of 
Cobalt St. and Pineview Rd. 
This subject also must be 
addressed at the Board if 
Appeals hearing on March 15, 
2004 at 7 p.m. 

3) Fire and Safety. With only 
one driveway on the front side 
of the three-story buildings, is 
there enough access to proper- 
ly defend the buildings from 
fire? Are there fire escapes at 
the rear, where it is only 20 feet 
to the railroad fence? A similar 
project at Yentiles has been 
required to have emergency 
access roads and provisions for 
vehicle turnarounds. Will fire 
apparatus have to back out on 
to Salem Street to exit that 
location? 

4) Sight Distance. The appli- 
cant’s traffic consultant claims 
in his study that a vehicle exit- 
ing the Whispering Pines drive- 
way can see vehicles approach- 
ing at a distance of 325 feet, 
providing vegetation is 


removed from town owned 
property. My memo to the 
Board documents that utility 
poles and railroad signal poles, 
omitted from their study, 
obstruct that view, and in some 
scenarios the sight distance is 
in actuality 254 feet to 270 feet! 
This is far below minimum 
safety standards! 

5) Snow Storage. In my opin- 
ion, the applicant does not 
allow enough room for snow 
removal/storage. My concern 
is that it will end up in the wet- 
lands and along our common 


border, exacerbating an 
already serious drainage prob- 
lem! 


6) Maintenance Plan. It was 
noted that the developer had 
made no provisions for main- 
taining his rather complex 
drainage management system. 
In a discussion between Lynn 
Goonin Duncan, Director of 
Planning and Conservation, 
and Board of Appeals member 
Karl Sagal, it was suggested 
that the applicant supply some 
sort of surety or bond that 
would be available in the future 
to repair and refurbish that sys- 
tem! 

7) Privacy Fence. Since the 
early stages of this project, 
Northeastern Development has 
promised a six-foot high priva- 
cy fence along our common 
border! This has now changed 
to three feet. That is not a pri- 
vacy fence! It is a lawn orna- 
ment! 

8) Sound Barrier. Since the 
inception of this poorly planned 
project, a sound barrier pro- 
tecting Whispering Pines resi-

This bill takes a comprehensive 
approach to reducing Mercury 
emissions from incineration, by 
phasing out mercury in prod- 
ucts like automobile switches, 
thermostats, and fluorescent 
bulbs. Almost all of which have 
non-mercury or low-mercury 
alternatives. 

Mercury is a dangerous and 
powerful neurotoxin, which has 
been linked to the development 
of learning disabilities in chil- 
dren. The EPA estimates that 
630,000 children are born each 
year at risk for lower intelli- 
gence ahd learning problems 
because of unacceptably high 


mercury levels in their blood. 
Mercury emissions to the air, 
and water, form trash incinera- 
tion and coal plants concen- 
trate in fish. It is now unsafe to 
eat many types of freshwater 
and ocean fish die to mercury 
contamination. A recent study 
from Harvard School of Public 
Health found irreversible brain 
damage in teenagers born to 
women who ate high amounts 
of seafood containing mercury.

Circus Man “Bill Crawford” soaked up life under the Big Top: Part Ile 


EDITOR'S NOTE: The first 
two parts of this multi-chap- 
tered feature story appeared 
in the February 26 and March 
3 editions of the Town Crier. 
pWith this third installment, we 
continue the verbatim-quoted 
storytelling of William D. 
Stevens, who lived long ago on 
Woburn Street in Wilmington 
and was known in the circus 
world as “Bill Crawford.” 
What follows first appeared as 
it was written by Paul 
Emmons and published in the 
Wilmington Crusader in 1954. 


Perhaps it would be inter- 
esting to get an inside view of 
the circus, as I used to see it. 

“The handling of the circus, if 
it was a rail show, was all done 
according to system. Each 
gang had its own particular job, 
and did nothing else. 

“First, there was the train 
men. All they did was load and 
unload and make repairs . . 

“Then came the canvas men. 
They had the section in which 
were the tents, poles, and heavy 
equipment. Arriving on loca- 


tion, the boss canvas man and 
his assistants were met by the 
24-hour man, who usually had a 
conveyance waiting to drive 
them to the circus lot, which he 
had previously located and 
ordered cleaned up and the 
water connections made. 

“That’s how he gets the name, 
24-hour man. He’s always 24 
hours ahead of the show. 

“The boss canvas man uses 
his tape and his laying out pins 
- iron pins about two feet long - 
measures the space, and puts in 
his pins where the poles and 
sidewalls are to go. In the 
meantime the canvas and pole 
wagons are being unloaded. 
The wagons are taken off the 
freight cars, the drivers hitch 
up their horses, and with their 
helpers start for the circus 
grounds. 

“The pole men raise their 
*poles, the canvas men get to 
work, and the whole city goes 
up in no time, followed by the 
seat men, who erect the blues 
and the grandstand in which 
are the reserved seats 

“The boss property man is

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busy with his crew. Up goes the 
aerial rigging, and all the other 
paraphernalia. Each man has 
own division. When that man is 
through, except in case of a 
storm or emergency. 

“The side show has a boss 
canvas man of its own and a 
crew which have nothing to do 
with a big tent. 

“Then there is the cook tent, 
or dining hall. They have their 
crew. Breakfast can be had, 
either at the restaurant or at 
the cook tent, which generally 
is open until nine o'clock. 

“When the flag is up, the cook 
tent is open. When it is down, 
you couldn’t get in for love nor 
money. 

“In each section of the cook 
tent, you are given your seat 
and you occupy it. There is no 
division between the working 
man and the performers. The 
cook tent is opened as soon 
after arrival as possible. 

“There is a noon lunch and a 
big dinner at night after the 
matinee. Then the tent has to 
be packed up and loaded onto 
the train. All this when playing 
one-night stands, which was 
about all we ever did play on 
the road 

“In circuses, every trunk is 
numbered and is always placed 
in the same position in the 
dressing rooms for both men 
and women. They are loaded in 
the same wagon every night in 
the same order. There is no 
hunting for them. They’re 
there. 

“The performers have very lit- 
tle spare time. Practically all 
they have is after supper, when 
they congregate in the yard, as 
the space behind the big tent is 
called, waiting for their cues 
for the evening show. Here, for 
a little over two hours, you can 


| see the true life of the circus. 


Women knitting and crochet- 
ing, and men talking circus 
talk, sometimes in a half-dozen 
languages. 

“Here is also the celebrated 
clown alley where, with a big 
show, you would find 20 or 30 
clowns waiting for their cues.

“Naturally, it cost money to 
swing all this. Especially with 
any sizeable show which has a 


lot of animals. And that’s where, 


the circus man had his trou- 
bles. 

“In the old days, competition 
was fierce. It was dog-eat-dog 
and no quarter given. 

“Often times a man with a 
wagon show, or a small rail 
show, would pull into a town 
where he expected to make a 
nice piece of change, only to 
find that somebody else had 
beaten him to it. Possibly he 
had sent his advance agents ten 
days ahead and posted his 
stickers on all the billboards. 

“Along comes a bigger show, 
tears down all his posters, puts 
up their own, cleans up the 
town and beats it, leaving him 
nothing but anempty bag. 

“This may happen along a 
good part of his route. Or the 
weather may be against him. A 
succession of rainy days hurts 
business terribly. 

“We'll say he has a season of 
tough breaks like this. Then it’s 
back to the warehouse on the 
nut, in the red. 

“Nothing ahead of him now 
but winter quarters with a lot 
of animals eating their heads 
off. When spring comes and he 
wants to take to the roads 
again, his bankroll may be 
gone. 

“What happens? 

“Well, along towards the last 
of winter, he begins to get let- 
ters. From grafters. Or, as they 
are known in the profession, 
grifters. 

“He pays no attention to them. 
He knows what they mean, and 
if he’s naturally honest, he 
doesn’t want to fall for them. 
Finally a grifter comes to see 


“Now look here, Mr..So and 
So, wouldn’t five hundred or a 
thousand dollars help you get 
started this season?’ 

“The proprietor allows that it 
would. 

“All right. You give me the 
concession for the games, and 
I'll stake you.’ 

“The circus man hates to do it 
- he knows what it means to 
have a flock of grifters turned 
loose on the public - but there’s 
no other way. So the deal goes 
through. 

“Much has been said and writ- 
ten about the grifters. For 
years I knew them and rubbed 
elbows with then. The big shots, 
and the booster handlers. 

“Most of those I knew died 
with their boots on. One 
reformed, and placed a beauti- 
ful window in his local church. 
But even that didn’t save him 
from a violent death. 

“The grifters were crooks, 
pure and simple. And they 
milked the public through 
crooked games of chance. 

“They opened up in the side 
show. And worked easy. There 
was always a man called the 


fixer who went on ahead to 
grease the way for them. He’d 
get to some local politicians. 
“There'll be a few games 
down there, and we'll kinder 
leave a little money for the boys 
. and so forth, and so forth. 
“In the hick towns, he’d 
square with the chief of police 
and the local constable on the 
lot, who'd be tipped off to keep 
the crowd moving when they 
were buying their tickets for 
the side show. This cut down on 
the squawks when the short- 
change artists got busy. He was

“The crowd always fell for 
these side show games. The 
gambling fever was just as hot 
in some places then as it is now. 

“The games ran all the way 
from the ‘little pea, or shell 
game’ as old as the hills, 
through the bird cage, and 
three card monte, to the 
crooked wheels. Many different 
devices were used, but all 
crooked. 

“Crooked wheels generally 
had what was known as a graft, 
a mechanism operated either 
by the dealer or an outside con- 
federate, known as the shifter. 
Usually it was a horizontal rod

Here we are at that transitional time of year 
where we alternately see late winter struggling 
with signs of an early spring. 

As this column is written (Tuesday 3/9) a quick 
look into the backyard assures me that Old Man 
Winter is not quite ready to pack it in. Two inch- 
es of snow on the ground, temperature 
at 30 degrees and a forecast of more 
flurries and a possible six to eight 
inches of snow later this week. 

What's that old saying- “If you 
don’t like the (New England) 
weather, wait a minute!” 

First, though, let me assure 
you that I did not receive a call 
recently to report the sighting 
of an American Wood Stork in a 
Wilmington or Tewksbury yard! 
(Note accompanying photo) We 
are back from three weeks in y. 
South Florida and this is one of 
dozens of photos taken in and 
around the Everglades. This 
photo was taken at a distance of }, 
along the Tamiami Trail. Wood 
Storks were on the severely 
endangered species list during 
the late 60's and 70’s for the 
same reason bald eagles were 
decimated back then, due to the 4. 
indiscriminate overuse of highly 
toxie carcinogens. The good 
news is, where we did not see a J 
single stork a dozen years ago, 
this unusual bird, which stands 40 
inches tall, is now quite commonly 
seen in the Carolina’s and down into South™ 
Florida. Federal laws against the use of several 
deadly pesticides have brought storks, eagles and 
herons back from the brink of extinction. 
Florida is again, thankfully, a bird watching par- 
adise.

Mixed in with the Grackles was 
a scattering of male red wing 
blackbirds. The male redwings 
migrate back into New England 
two weeks before the females 
show up, in order to stake out 
their territories.

Governor Romney vetoes Article 38

his seat in the United States 
Senate is filled by appointment 
from’ the Governor of 
Massachusetts, just as John F. 
Kennedy’s senatorial seat was 
filled by then-Governor Ben 
Smith in 1960. 

‘Romney would have complete 
autonomy as to whom he choos- 
es to appoint and would likely 
appoint a Republican to the 
seat if provided with the oppor- 
tunity. Such a scenario may 
tempt Democrats to draft a bill 
similar to Wilmington’s, calling 
for a special election to re-fill 
Kerry's seat. 

.When Miceli was alerted to 
the veto, he reportedly 
“stormed” up to the governor’s 
office and argued his case with 
Daniel Winslow, Romney's 
Chief Legal Counsel. 

. “You can’t equate those two 
Situations,” Miceli told the 

Crier. 
“Miceli is confident about a 
quick and successful override 
of the governor’s veto. He will 
attempt such an override as 
soon as this Thursday. 

A two-thirds vote of both the 
House and the Senate is 
required to override a gover- 
nor’s veto.

The article was referred to 
the Committee on Election 
Laws in the State House on 
June 24, 2003, and a public 
hearing was scheduled for 
September 18. At the hearing, 
Miceli spoke before the com- 
mittee, chaired by Senator

sarily something that she 
would endorse. 

“Ultimately, it’s not what I 
want, it’s what the residents 
will want,” Sullivan said. “It 
will go to a ballot and the resi- 
dents will vote on it. Is the 
Town Meeting, the way it is 
today, representative of what 
the people want? I think we 
should get the answer to that 
question. : It could very well be 
that everybody sends in sur- 
veys that they like it just the 
way it is.” 

McCoy feels that certain 
boards in town should be elect- 
ed positions, as opposed to 
appointed ones, in order for the 
members to truly be in tune 
with the community. 
Conversely, McCoy has seen 
certain boards make votes that 
were good for the community, 
but may not have been made if 
they were elected officials. 

Newhouse described the Town 
Charter as the “underpinnings” 
of town government and 
likened it to the Constitution of 
the federal and state govern-

ments. 

“It’s not just changing laws. It 
is changing the fundamentals 
of how we govern,” Newhouse 
said. 

Newhouse advised against 
scrapping the idea of a true 
Charter Commission only to 
avoid a long and cumbersome 
process. 

“It should be a long process 
for important decisions like 
this,” Newhouse said. “I think 
that puts more power in the 
people than for the board to 
appoint nine people to give 
some report as to how we 
should change the fundamental 
ways in which we do business.” 

According to Sullivan, howev- 
er, the Government Study 
Committee would not be a poli- 
cy-changing body and she 
wouldn’t support it if it were. 

“It will report back what 
changes it recommends,” 
Sullivan said. “It gives the peo- 
ple the opportunity to look at 
the process.” 

Also on the warrant, Article 
22 proposes a Baby Safe Haven 
location in the Town of 


Wilmington. This article was 
petitioned by selectmen follow- 
ing a presentation made to the 
board in January detailing the 
tragedy of infant abandonment 
throughout the state and the 
legislature's failure to pass a 
state-wide Baby Safe Haven 
act. 

Articles 26 through 34 were 
put together by the By-Law 
Study Committee and seeks to 
revise and update various 
Wilmington By-Laws. 

Article 26, for instance, sim- 
plifies the method for setting 
municipal fees, 

Article 27 upgrades $200 fines 
to $300 fines across the board. 

Article 28 proposes doing 
away with the current practice 
of random selection of articles 
to be voted on at Town Meeting. 

Article 29 involves a deletion 
of language regarding who and 
how the Board of Selectmen 
may bring suit recommended 
by Town Counsel. 

Article 30 formalizes the 
process that one would go 
through to officially dedicate or 
memorialize a building, field,

TEWKSBURY - Traffic took 
center stage when the Mills 
Study Committee held its latest 
meeting on Thursday, March 4 
A consultant also suggested to 
the committee that a new mall 
in South tewksbury could have 
an adverse effect on local busi- 
nesses. 

According to James D'Angelo, 
the President of TEC, the traffic 
consultant for the Mills 
Corporation, the traffic study 
for the proposed mall for South 
Tewksbury has been revised to 
reflect the true Gross Leasable 
Area (GLA) in the plans. 

The original study had been 
done to reflect the initial 700,000 
square feet of GLA, but the revi- 
sion now shows the 750,000 
square feet detailed in Mills’s 


In its study, TEC analyzed the 
effect on traffic of several sce- 
narios, which included the exist- 
ing conditions of 2004, a no-build 
setting in 2008, and a build set- 
ting of that same year. TEC 
found that, in the build sce- 
nario, local roads could expect 
an 8 percent increase in local 
traffic, provided no access is 
granted to local roadways by a 


Brian Joyce and 
Representative William 
Strauss, in support of the bill. 

“We appreciate your words, 
Representative,” Joyce stated, 
“but I should tell you that we 
have spoken about this bill 
prior to the hearing and plan to 
vote favorably on it this after- 
noon.” 

The Committee indeed voted 
favorably and then referred the 
bill to the Committee on House 
Steering, Policy and Scheduling 
on September 29. 

‘The bill was then heard three 
times by the House and three 
times by the Senate before 
making it out of the Senate on 
February 10. 

The bill finally arrived on the 
governor's desk on March 3. 

“Although this creates no per- 
manent problem, we’d have 
been happier if the governor 
had signed it to coincide with 
the Board of Selectmen’s clos- 
ing of the Annual Town Meeting 
Warrant,” said Miceli, just 
hours before Romney vetoed 
the bill. 

The Board of Selectmen 
closed the warrant for the 2004 
Town Meeting during its meet- 
ing on Monday, March 8. 
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new interchange. 

D'Angelo offered several rec- 
ommendations, including 
improving the intersection of 
East Street and Shawsheen 
Street, providing direct access 
only for emergency vehicles 
between the mall and South 
Street, encouraging 
Transportation Demand 
Management (TDM) measures, 
and cooperating with the 
Merrimack Valley Planning 
Commission (MVPC) to imple- 
ment recommended improve- 
ments outlined in the Interstate 
98 Corridor Study. 

Selectman Doug Sears, a Mills 
Study Committee member, was 
concerned by the statistics used 
by D'Angelo to arrive at his con- 
clusion. 

“This is a destination mall, 
and I’ve not seen anyone yet 
talk. about destination malls 
around the country and factor 
those numbers in,” said Sears. 

D'Angelo stood by his findings 
and stated that TEC used very 
conservative numbers to reach 
their conclusions. 

Sears contended that the town 
has been told by Mills that des- 
tination malls are very different 
than other ones. For example, 
Sears added that shoppers tend 
to linger much longer at Mills 
properties. 

“(Mills) has told us quantifi- 
ably that this is different from 
other malls and now, with your 
expert opinion, you are telling 
us it is the same,” Sears said. 

“Mills does not have another 
750 square-foot mall,” D’Angelo 
said. “Although it is a unique 
experience, it is still a 750,000 
square-foot mall. All I can sug- 
gest is doing a comparison with 
the smallest Mills Product.” 

Sears made a motion for said 
comparison, but it failed, with 
only Sears and committee mem- 
ber Steve Deackoff voting in 


favor. Deackoff had asked for 
such a comparison several 
months prior, but never received 
it. 

Committee member Michael 
Sitar stated that such a report 
would be redundant. He also 
noted that the project will still 
have to go before the Planning 
Board prior to permitting. 

“If it's not important for you as 
far as the safety of the citizens, 
I respect that, but we have peo- 
ple in front of us right now who 
can provide this information,” 
Sears said. 

Doug Prentiss, the Senior 
Transportation Engineer with 
the firm of Judith Nitsch 
Engineering, has been retained 
by the Mills Study Committee to 
provide a peer review of the 
traffic study, following the 
recent firing of the original peer 
reviewer, Hajec Associates, 
amid allegations of conflict of 
interest. 

Prentiss, having just received 
the traffic study on the previous 
Monday, was not able to com- 
plete a comprehensive peer 
review in time for the March 4 
meeting. Generally speaking, 
however, he tended to agree 
with TEC’s projected increases 
considering the information 
used. 

“If there is information on des- 
tination malls, I'd like to see 
that myself,” Prentiss said. 

Prentiss will continue his 
review of the traffic study and 
will submit his comments and 
recommendations to the com- 
mittee. 

Consultant Judi Barrett pro- 
vided the committee with a 
review of impacts the local com- 
munities can expect from the 
construction of a mall in south 


“There will be positive and 
negative impacts,” said Barrett. 
“By negative, I mean on other 


retailers.” 

Barrett found that a new mall 
would create a “pull factor” 
away from other local business 
es, both in Tewksbury and in 
surrounding communities. 

“Retail sales will increase in 
Tewksbury, but will most likely 
decline in nearby communities.” 
Barrett said 

A positive aspect of the pro- 
posal is the creation of approxi: 
mately . 2,000 construction jobs, 
but Barrett is concerned by the 
nature of employment that will 
be available once the anal is 
open. 

“My concern is that this (pro- 
ject) creates mainly low wage 
jobs paying below ‘living wage’ 
standards,” Barrett said 

Barrett further warned that 
malls are slow to recover from. 
recessions. 

“When the economy fell, the 
community's property values 
fell at a steeper rate and took 
longer to come back,” said 
Barrett. “When it swings up, if 
swings up big-time, but when it 
swings down, it swings way 
down and takes longer to come 
back.” 

The mall will likely cost 
Tewksbury between $363,744 atid 
$861,618 to provide services to tt; 
but Barrett projects a revenye 
surplus, after providing Town 
services, of between $1.6 million 
and $3.1 million, assuming 
Tewksbury retains its current 


split tax ratio. 

Barrett, who served as 
Tewksbury’s Master Plan 
Committee's Land Use 
Consultant, found that the mall 
was consistent with 


Tewksbury’s Master Plan by 
virtue of a recent Plannitig 
Board vote. 

“The project does not appear 
consistent with other objectives 
outlined in Tewksbury's Master 
Plan,” Barrett said.

the Inwood proposal. 

“Woburn benefits from all the 
taxes and we get all the traffic,” 
said McCoy. “The Town of 
Wilmington is going to be send- 
ing some of its resources down 
there. What type of compensa- 
tion does the Town of 
Wilmington receive?” 

According to Yetman, who 
cited the original 
Massachusetts Environmental 
Policy Act (MEPA) agreement, 
the developer would provide 
$375,000 into an account held by 
MassHighway to go toward 
plans for the improvement of 
the West Street/Lowell Street 
intersection in Wilmington. 

The West Street/Lowell Street 
intersection has a current per- 
formance rating of “D” while 
individual aspects of the inter- 
section are rated “F.” 

‘Yetman was urged by Town 
Manager Michael Caira and 
Planning and Conservation 
Director Lynn Duncan to 
approach MassHighway and 
request that the money go 


directly to improvements, not 
plans for improvements, of the 
intersection. 

As a result, Yetman presented 
the board with plans for 
$475,000 worth of improvements 
to the intersection. Plans 
include the widening of Lowell 
Street and a right-hand turn 
lane which avoids the traffic 
light and heads toward the 
Interstate 93 interchange. 

Selectmen Frank West was 
concerned that the improve- 
ments that Inwood proposed 
may not be enough to accom- 
modate further building along 
West Street. 

Yetman reiterated the original 
$325,000 agreement and pointed 
out that, while the current mar- 
ket does not support it, the 
property is currently approved 
for an 850,000 square-foot com- 
mercial building which would 
create substantially more traf- 
fic. 

“You've got a total of four pro- 
jects being proposed in that 
area, and we are the only ones 
coming to you and offering to 
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contribute towards improve- 
ments,” Yetman said. 
“MassHighway told us that it 
would take $4 to $5 million to 
completely fix that intersec- 
tion. We are taking $475,000 
that could have been ear- 
marked for study and we're 
putting it right into active miti- 
gation.” 

Yetman cautioned the board 
not to wait for MassHighway to 
fix that intersection. According 
to Yetman, MassHighway has a 
list of the 1,000 intersections 
with top priority for improve- 
ments and the West 
Street/Lowell Street intersec- 
tion does not appear on it. 
Duncan concurred with Yetman 
on that point. 

Selectman Raymond Lepore 
urged his fellow selectmen to 
consider the benefits of what 
was being offered when faced 
with several projects being pro- 
posed farther along West Street 
in Reading, projects which the 
‘Town of Wilmington has no con- 
trol over. 

According to Lepore, 
Longmeadow Chicken Farm 
and Spencer Farm, both locat- 
ed in Reading, are looking at 
residential proposals. 

Selectman Robert Palmer 
asked how Wilmington could 
hold Inwood to its promise. He 
added that he would expect a 
written agreement. 

Emergency services for the 
property were also discussed. 
According to Yetman, the Town 
of Reading has agreed to allow 
its fire department to be the 
first responder due to its close 
proximity to the location. 

According to Wilmington Fire 
Chief Daniel Stewart, the Chief 
of Reading’s Fire Department 
was not aware of such an agree- 
ment. 

“I would urge the Board of 
Selectmen to approach this cau- 


tiously,” Stewart said. “There 
are some very real concerns for 
the Wilmington Fire 
Department and for the resi- 
dents of the Town of 
Wilmington. The fire depart- 
ment, I will state categorically, 
is not large enough or capable 
enough to continue to handle 
projects this large on its own.” 

Yetman clarified that the let- 
ter of agreement was from 
Reading’s Board of Selectmen 
and that Reading’s Fire Chief 
may not yet be fully aware of it. 

Stewart commended the pro- 
ject’s safety design of its pro- 
posed building, remarking that 
sprinklers are included in areas 
not necessarily required. He 
was concerned, however, that 
only one entrance, which is in 
Wilmington, existed. 

Yetman stated that the plans 
do include a secondary 
entrance, restricted to emer- 
gency vehicles, leading into 
Reading. 

Action Ambulance, according 
to Yetman, would be paid 
directly by the developer to pro- 
vide emergency medical ser- 
vices. A manned security vehi- 
cle would patrol the property 
during evening hours to miti- 
gate police activity. 

According to Yetman, 
improvements to the intersec- 
tion would begin after permits 
were granted and would be 
done before the project’s first 
building was occupied. 
Construction could begin as 
soon as 4 to 6 months after the 
permitting process is complet- 
ed in Woburn. 

No decision or endorsement 
was expected from the board on 
Monday night. Offers for 
improvements to the West 
Street/Lowell Street intersec- 
tion are predicated on Woburn’s 
rezoning of the land from com- 
mercial to residential.

next couple of months those 
bills will come into order,” said 
McCoy. 

Selectman Robert Palmer 
expressed his hopes that McCoy 
is right about those bills 
becoming less expensive. In 
December, Palmer voted 
against the town counsel’s 
revised contract. ~ 

“Just on the town side, he is 
going to run over $80,000 in the 
hole this fiscal year,” Palmer 
said on Monday night. “If you 
run those figures out that we've 
received, next year he’s going 
to be up to $250,000.” 

The town counsel’s contract 
was revised half way through 
its term, due to purported loss- 
es suffered by DeRensis and his 
firm in excess of $110,000. 

Under the previous arrange- 
ment, town counsel received 
approximately $11,100 each 
month for all legal services 
provided to Wilmington. The 
revised agreement, which was 
signed in December, includes a 
$4,500 monthly retainer and 
charges $160 per hour for ser- 
vices not covered by the retain- 
er, That hourly rate increased 
to $165 as of January. 

December's bill, the first 
under the new agreement, 
included the retainer fee of 
$4,500, non-retainer charges 
totaling $14,460.52 and $5,549.44 
billed to the Water & Sewer 
Commission, for a_ total 
December bill of $24,509.96,

Lynn Tech leaps past Wildcats in sectional final

LOWELL — Saturday after- 
noon marked the second time 
in the past three years that the 
Wilmington High boys basket- 
ball team made the Final 
Eight. But once again it just 
wasn’t meant to be. 

The Wildcats (20-4) proved

Offensively the team 
went through up and down 
spells this season, but it was in 
the defensive end where they 
won so many games, especially 
the first three in the state tour- 
nament. 

When the first half buzzer 
came to a halt, Wilmington 
played a superb first half. 
Offensively they were able to 
execute very well in the final 9 
minutes putting up 22 points in 
that span, led by some nice 
passes, a handful of nice out- 
side jump shots, some floaters 
inside and also some freebies. 

At the other end of the floor 
the ‘Cats defense was really 
confusing. and aggravating 
Lynn Tech, who scored just two 
points through the first five 
minutes of play, and 9 points 
through the first eight minutes.

“The Mills Study 
Committee has fired the traf- 
fic engineer who served as 
the town’s consultant on mat- 
ters pertaining to the poten- 
tial development of a mall 
and a Route 93 Interchange 
in South Tewksbury,” notes 
the “Tewksbury Town Crier.” 

“A conflict of interest has 
been cited as the reason. 

“Paul Hajec, the President 
of Hajec Associates, was con- 
tracted by the Mills Study 
Committee to conduct a 
review of the 5 design alter- 
natives for the proposed 
Interstate 93 interchange. He 
had appeared before the 
committee on multiple occa- 
sions and had performed 
work in various projects on 
behalf of the Town of 
Tewksbury during the course 
of several years. 

“Hajec reported that his 
preliminary findings pointed 
towards the Loop 
Interchange as the most 
favorable for the town of 
Tewksbury. 

“T have come to an opin- 
ion that I don’t believe will 
be changed)’ Hajec said. 

“Unbeknownst to the Mills 
Study Committee, Hajec had 
also recently appeared 
before the Wilmington Board 
of Selectmen with a repre- 
sentative from the 
Merrimack Valley Economic 
Development Council 
(MVEDC) to offer his 
endorsement of the so-called 
Loop Interchange proposed 
by the Mills Corporation. 

“There was definitely a 
conflict of interests there, 
said Raymond Shaw, the 
Chairman of the Mills Study 
Committee. ‘The committee 


was not aware that he 
appeared before the 
Wilmington Board of

“Shaw's committee 
became aware of the situa 
tion, courtesy of Wilmington 
Selectwoman Suzanne 
Sullivan, who happened to 
attend the committee’s meet- 
ing.
